Two zoning proposals created an uproar at the City 
Council meeting Tuesday night which was attended by 
about 65 residents. 

In the most hotiy debated proposai, the Council upheld 
the action of the Planning Commisison and granted a lot 
division to Jack Fratt, who 
proposes to split his prop¬ 
erty at 294 Manzanita into 
throe lots and build houses 
on them. 

Thirty-five residents of the 
area protested the lot split 
in a petition, and almost all 
of them were at the City 
Councii meeting, represented 
by Robert Hanley, Monrovia 
attorney. Noren Eaton repre¬ 
sented Mr. Fratt. 


Neariy enough signatures 
have been obtained to com¬ 
plete one of the vital steps 
toward forming a separate 
water district, it was report¬ 
ed yesterday. 

Four cities—Sierra Madre, 
Alhambra, Azusa and Mon¬ 
terey Park-- decided to form 
a separate district in order 
to stay out of the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley group and even¬ 
tually to bo absored by the 
Metropolitan Water District. 

Lawrence C. Bevington, 
city administrator here, said 
that Monterey Park has 
completed its circulation of 
petitions and is now check¬ 
ing all the signatures. Mr. 
Bevington has been appoint¬ 
ed administrator of the so- 
called Joint Powers Com¬ 
mittee. 

THE OTHER three cities 
liave from 80 to 85 per cent 
of the required signatures. 
As soon as all petitions are 
completed, they will bo filed 
with the County Clerk’s of¬ 
fice. 

The signatures of 10 per 
cent of the registered voters 
in the November election 
must be obtained and the pe¬ 
titions must he filed by Feb. 
21. This step will bo com¬ 
pleted before that date, Mr.

The prolonged strike-lock¬ 
out, estimated to have cost 
market owners at least $100 
million in gross revenue, was 
marked by a 13-day deadlock 
and bitter charges and coun¬ 
tercharges by both sides. The 
industry maintained an al¬ 
most unprecedented solid 
front, with few stores break¬ 
ing away to sign interim 
agreements with the union. 

Sierra Madre market pro¬ 
prietors signed agreements 
with the union before the 
strike started and thus were 
obligated to remain open. 

Another bitter by-product 
of the strike is the lingering 
susiJicion by the shopping 
public that the independent 
markets which remained 
open profited extraordina¬ 
rily by raising prices on 
some items and by not adver¬ 
tising special prices on any 
products.

This would give 
approximately the same number of spaces as are now 
available.

An attack of the common 
cold confers no immunity 
whatsoever, and it is there¬ 
fore possible for a person to 
catch one cold after another. 
This often happens since, 
after one cold, the individ¬ 
ual’s resistance to such in¬ 
fections is usually somewhat 
less than normal. 

There is no serum, vaccine, 
or other medication that will 
prevent this trouble.some ail¬ 
ment. The best precautionary 
measure is to avoid as much 
as possible people who have 
colds and keep in good 
physical condition. 

THE MOST effective treat¬ 
ment for a cold is rest in bed 


at the onset of the illness. 
Some physicians are of the 
opinion that a stable room 
temperature is import- 
tant. Certainly, a quick re¬ 
covery cannot be expected if 
the individual is chilled one 
minute and warm the next. 

If a cold persists over too 
long a period, or if it is ac¬ 
companied by a fever for 
more than 24 hours, the best 
rule is to consult a physician.
